The court’s 1971 ruling in Lemon 
vs. Kurtzman said laws or govern- 
ment practices are unconstitutional if 
they have a religious purpose, primar- 
ily advance or promote religion, or 
excessively entangle government and 
religion. 

The Supreme Court has repeatedly 
held that accommodating the needs of 
religious people does not necessarily 
violate the Constitution, the Kiryas

They feel 
like they don’t have enough friends, they don’t 
make good enough grades or they are not appreci- 
ated, said David Sorenson, director of the 
Counseling and. Development Center. 

“It is very hard for roommates and friends trying 
to do well in school and live their own lives to 
take upon themselves the burdens of someone 
with so many unmet expectations. Obviously we 
are Christians and we need to care for each 
other,” Sorenson said. “My concern is roommates 
who take upon themselves a burden they are not 


If a student is worried about someone, he or she 
can consult a psychologist or someone with 
expertise and discuss what is appropriate for them 
to do, said Sorenson. Students can set realistic 
limits so they don’t get backed into a situation 
that distracts their life and keeps them from get- 
ting good grades or having a social life, Sorenson 


Students should be kind and offer friendship; 


will. 


but they cannot be expected to cure depression or 
watch a person 24 hours a day. Everyone needs 
sleep and needs to go to class, Sorenson said. 

Older adults commit suicide for a variety of rea- 
sons, including loneliness, despair over ill health, 
intractable pain, grief over the loss of a loved one 
or fears about losing financial security. 

Warning signs of suicide include the following: 

¢ Self-negiect, including neglect of grooming, 
eating or taking medication 

e Sudden attention to putting affairs in order, 
such as giving away possessions or preparing a 


¢ Unusual interest or disinterest in religion 
¢ Statements that indicate the person is preparing 


for a long and distant trip

There could have been a whole 
series of things going on in his or 
her life. The person could have been 
constantly disappointed, could have 
been abused, could have had higher 
expectation than most people, could 
have had a chemical imbalance. 

“The answer is we frequently don’t 
know so we can’t judge,” Sorenson 
said. “It is hard to put yourself in 
someone else’s shoes and see life 
the way they see it.” 

The Church also takes the stand 
that others cannot judge suicide vic- 
tims. 


“A person who takes his or her 
own life may not be responsible for 
the act. Only.God can judge such a 
matter,’ said Don LeFevre, LDS 
Church spokesman. 


Elder M. Russell Ballard wrote in . 


an October 1987 Ensign article 
“Obviously, we do not know the full 
circumstances ‘surrounding every 
suicide. Only the Lord knows all the 
details, and he it is who will judge 
our actions here on earth. 

“When he does judge us, I feel cer- 
tain he will take all things into con- 


‘sideration: our genetic and chemical 


makeup, our mental state, our intel- 
lectual capacity, the teachings we 
have received, the traditions of our 
fathers, our health and so forth.”

BYU graduate 
to take on Hatch

BYU graduate Grethe Peterson con- 
firmed her plans to run against Utah 
Sen. Orrin Hatch in the 1994 race at 
the Utah State Capitol Rotunda on 
Monday. 

Peterson, 61, is a Park City 
Democrat and wife of retired 
University of Utah President Chase 
Peterson. 

If elected, Peterson would be the 
first woman from Utah to serve in the 
U.S. Senate and the third woman the 
state has sent to Congress. 

Although she lacks political experi- 
ence, she said she believes. her 
involvement in community causes 
will aid her in the race. 

“[’m not a professional politician or 
a lawyer. I’m a person who can make 
things happen in the community,” she 
said. 

Peterson was co-president of 
“Democrats for Leavitt,” which 
endorsed the Republican’s 1992 can- 
didacy. She has served on the 
Governor’s Task Force on Child 
Sexual Abuse, the Salt Lake Olympic 
Bid Committee and as head of Salt 
Lake City Mayor Deedee Corradini’s 
Task Force on Poverty. 

Peterson said she plans to focus her 
campaign on the American family. 
She said the breakdown of the family

is responsible for violence and unem- 
ployment rates and for problems with 
the public education system. 

Peterson said, “I decided it was time 
to stand up and help this country and 
this state. 

“We've already lost one genera- 
tion,” she said. “I feel strongly that 
unless we work to strengthen systems 
that support our families, we could 
lose a second generation of kids.” 

Peterson said she believes Hatch has 
grown too detached from his Utah 
constituents during his three terms in 
Washington. 

Hatch said he believes Peterson will 
prove to be a competent and honor- 
able candidate. 

“She will run a good campaign and 
put an end to the negative direction 
the Democrats have started,” he said. 

The Democrats, with their “Down 
the Hatch” campaign, have vowed to 
bring up the Senate Ethics 
Committee’s charges against Hatch, 
even though he was exonerated of all 
charges last week, Hatch said. 

An active member of The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 
Peterson said she defends a woman’s 
right to choose to have an abortion. 
She serves on the advisory board of 
Utahns for Choice. 

Hatch has said he opposes abortion 
on demand. 

Although no other candidates have 
joined the race, U.S. Rep. Bill Orton. 
has not ruled out the option.

Canada’s national identity questioned 


TORONTO — It was a Canadian nightmare: “The Star-Spangled Banner” 
played at the Canadian football championship. 

There is an American team in the Canadian Football League this year. 
Although it didn’t play in Sunday’s Grey Cup, in which Edmonton defeated 
Winnipeg, the CFL took a bow to its southern neighbor only to be met with 
scattered boos. 

The American national anthem may have gone unnoticed if it were not just 
another in a series of nationalistic slights involving hallowed Canadian institu- 
tions. 

Take Canadian Pacific Railway. Earlier this month the company changed its 
name to CP Rail System and adopted a new logo. The system’s letterheads and 
locomotives now bear both Canadian and American flags. 

Some Canadian provinces are taking advantage of their neighbors. 

Ontario, Canada’s most populous province, approved casino gambling last 
year, hoping to increase revenues. 

It’s no coincidence that the first of these casinos will open next year in 
Windsor, which happens to be near Detroit. 

And don’t forget Canadian Airlines, counting on American Airlines to pull it 
out of what otherwise will be almost certain death. 


Clinton complains to Ukraine’s president 


WASHINGTON — President Clinton called Ukrainian President Leonid 
Kravchuk on Monday and complained that his parliament was backpedaling on 
promises to give up its nuclear weapons. Kravchuk promised to have a newly 
elected parliament reconsider Ukraine’s nuclear status. 

Clinton’s half-hour conversation with Kravchuk was described as “frank and 
open.” 

White House press secretary Dee Dee Myers said Clinton “expressed his sort 
of unhappiness” with the Ukrainian parliament, which ratified the START I 
nuclear treaty last week but with so many conditions that it cast doubt on the 
sincerity of the vote. 

Kravchuk assured Clinton that he would resubmit the treaty and the protocol 
as a package to a new parliament that will be elected in March, Myers said. She 
said Clinton welcomed the promise. 


Kevorkian being considered a fugitive 


ROYAL OAK, Mich. — A judge issued an arrest warrant Monday for Dr. 
Jack Kevorkian on a new charge of assisting a suicide. Kevorkian was declared 
a fugitive after failing to surrender when authorities said he had promised to. 

The judge signed the warrant charging Kevorkian for last month’s suicide of 
72-year-old Merian Frederick, said Larry Kozma of the Oakland County 
Prosecutor’s Office. 

Earlier Monday, prosecutor Richard Thompson said Kevorkian attorney 
Michael Schwartz had told him the retired pathologist would surrender later in 
the day. 

Police had been keeping Kevorkian under surveillance but stopped after 
Schwartz made the promise, Kozma said. 

“Mr. Schwartz has not kept his word,” Kozma said. 

Schwartz denied he had broken any promise to prosecutors and said 
Kevorkian would surrender at 9 a.m. today. 


Boulder from rock slide blocks I-84 


Morgan, Utah — A boulder the size of a 10-wheel truck blocked one west- 
bound lane of Interstate 84 Monday as transportation officials pondered how to 
remove it. 

The huge boulder rolled onto the highway along with a pile of other debris 
during a rock slide before midnight Sunday. The huge rock apparently broke 
away from the north side of the canyon and fell about 50 feet to the freeway 
below. 

Asphalt buckled where the rock slide hit the road near the.Morgan inter- 
change, 15 miles east of Ogden. The westbound lanes of the freeway were 
closed until about 2 a.m., when one lane was reopened. 

Bill Smith, district 1 area maintenance supervisor for the Utah Department of 
Transportation, said it was a substantial rock slide. “There was quite a bit of 
debris ... and we’ ve got some major road damage.” 

The extent of damage, however, won’t be known until the boulder is 
removed. . 

Smith said plans to remove the boulder by blasting it were complicated by the 
presence of a high-pressure natural gas line underneath the road.

Government 
praised for 
defense of 
IRA contact

LONDON — The government won 
praise and encouragement in the 
House of. Commons on Monday as it 
defended its secret contacts with the 
Irish Republican Army. Both sides 
left the door open for more 
exchanges. 

“We shall keep exploring again and 
again the opportunities for peace,” 
said Sir Patrick Mayhew, the Cabinet 
official responsible for Northern 
Ireland. 

Gerry Adams, leader of Sinn Fein, 
said he expected contacts to continue, 
although he accused the British gov- 
ernment of lying and of inventing 
excuses for not negotiating. 

“Sinn Fein is committed, and I per- 
sonally ... am committed, to trying to 
bring about peace,” Adams said in an 
interview with Independent 
Television News. : 

Fears have been rising among 
Protestants in Northern Ireland that a 
British deal with the IRA could even- 
tually end the province’s union with 
Britain and make them a minority in a 
reunited Ireland dominated by Roman 
Catholics. i 

“T think there is no question. of 
resigning by reason of any efforts that 
I or the prime minister have made to 
secure, by proper means; peace in 
Northern Ireland,” Mayhew said, 
drawing cheers from Conservative 
Party colleagues. 

He released copies of the govern- 
ment’s communications with the IRA 
and its allies. Though these did not 
resolve all the differences between 
Mayhew’s and Adams’ interpretation 
of events, they did show Britain had 
insisted throughout that the IRA had 
to call off violence before any negoti- 
ations. ; 

Contrary to its public demands for a 
permanent cease-fire, the government 
apparently was willing in May to 
accept a two-week halt in the IRA 
campaign as the price for talking. 

Martin McGuinness, the deputy 
leader of Sinn Fein, accused the 
British of inventing a message sup- 
posedly passed to the British in 
February, saying the IRA had con- 
cluded “the conflict is over.” 

Criticism of Mayhew came only 
from Protestant lawmakers from 
Northern Ireland. The Rev. Ian 
Paisley, leader of the hard-line 
Democratic Unionist Party, was eject- 
ed from the Commons after calling 
Mayhew a liar, violating a rule 
against such accusations. 

Mayhew said the government ’sent a 
message to the IRA on Nov. 2 that it 
was ready to start negotiations as 
early as mid-January if there was a 
cease-fire. 

The IRA’s supporters had a’ differ- 
ent story: that Britain got cold feet 
after the IRA had agreed to a two- 
week cease-fire in May in response to 
a British offer of intensive talks. 


Orem police search 
for shooting victim

A man hospitalized since Nov. 18, 
when he was shot by his ex-wife 
while allegedly breaking into her 
Orem home, left Utah Valley 
Regional Medical Center Friday night 
before he could be taken into police 
custody, said Orem Sgt. Gerald 
Nielsen. 

Harvey Flack left the hospital 
Friday night at 10 p.m. without being 
released, said hospital spokesman 
Anton Garrity. A nurse said Flack 
stepped outside to smoke a cigarette 
and never came back, Garrity said. 

Flack first arrived at Utah Valley 
Regional Medical Center on Nov. 18 
and was treated for a gunshot wound 
in his shoulder. 

Police had planned to take Flack 
into custody after he was released 
from the hospital. However, the Utah 
County Attorney’s office had not filed 
charges against him. 

“He‘didn’t do anything illegal by 
leaving the hospital because no 
charges had been filed against him 
yet,” Nielsen said. 

“But now we don’t know where to 
find him.” 

According to the police report, 
‘Flack had: allegedly cut phone lines 
before entering his ex-wife’s house at 
1644 S. 800 East. After the shooting 
occurred, he fled to a nearby house 
and asked for help, he said. Police 
were notified and followed a trail of 
blood from the scene of the shooting 
to the house where Flack had gore to 
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Thanksgiving fatalities or major traf- 
fic accidents have been reported, offi- 
cials say. 

Utah County hadiits first snowfall.

“It wouldn’t have been unusual to 
have had a serious accident this week- 
end,” Harroun said. “Not unusual at 
all.” 

BYU officials feel fortunate, consid- 
ering the bad driving conditions in 
many areas from the season’s first 
snowfall. 

The clean report from this weekend 
may be due in part to BYUSA’s 
Survive the Long Drive campaign. 
Since the start of the program three 
years ago, there haven’t been any stu- 
dent fatalities at BYU, Kallunki said. 

“We don’t know how much of that’s 
a coincidence, but we think it’s been 
effective in raising awareness,” he 
said.

God, morality and freedom, begin- 
ning with his first book, “Freedom 
and the Moral Life,” published in 
1969, to “Different Voices: Women 
and the Holocaust,” edited with Carol 
Rittner and published this year. It is: 
the topic of his Forum address. Some 
of his other books suggest the range 
of his interest and scholarship. They 


_ include: “Problems of the Philosophy 


of Religion” (1971), three books writ- 
ten with Frederick Sontag, “God and 
America’s Future” (1977), “The 
Defense of God” (1985) and “The 
Questions of Philosophy” (1988), and 
“Ethics” (1991). 

I know Roth’s thought primarily 
through his books on the Holocaust. 
As a believing Latter-day Saint 
Christian, I found his “Approaches to 
Auschwitz” (1987) (with Richard 
Rubenstein) disquieting and disturb- 
ing. A later book with Michael 
Berenbaum, the Director of the 
newly-opened U.S. Memorial 
Holocaust Museum in Washington, 
D.C., titled “Holocaust: Religious & 
Philosophical Implications” (1989) is 
a comprehensive collection of pro- 
found essays, including one by Roth, 
by thoughtful Holocaust survivors 
and scholars, doing just what the 
name says: exploring the religious 
and philosophical implications raised 
by the reality of the Holocaust experi- 
ence and posing questions about the 
things in life that matter most. Some 
of these questions frame the three sec- 
tions of the book: “What If the 
Holocaust Is Unique?” “Is it True 
What.One Hears of Selections, of 
Gas, of Crematoriums?” “Where Is 
God now?” The editors tell us in their 
preface something about what their 
meditation on the Holocaust has 
meant to them: “We learned” they 
wrote, “about the fatal interdepen- 
dence of all human actions: the 
Holocaust would mark us profoundly 
too.” 

For some Holocaust survivors and 
scholars, the confrontation with its 
awful reality has been nearly as 
destructive for their faith in God, faith 
in human beings, faith in the world as 
it was to the physical bodies of those 
who perished in the pits and the gas 


chambers. In his essay “On Losing 
Trust in the World’, Roth gently takes 
issue with Jean Amery’s pessimistic 
conclusion that because of the 
Holocaust, it was difficult any longer 
to have “trust in the world.” “The 
expectation of help, the certainty of 
help ... one of the fundamental experi- 
ences of human beings” (Amery) was 
not forthcoming. One thinks today of 
the Bosnian disaster to put this idea 
into some kind of real perspective. 
Roth counters this pessimism with the 
inspirational accounts of “Righteous 
Gentiles,” like Oskar Schindler, who 
personally saved over 1,000 Jews, and 
Hans and Sophie Scholl, a Christian 
brother-and-sister team -at the 
University of Munich who along with 
their friends in 1942 formed the 
“White Rose” conspiracy to inform 
Germans about the evils of the Hitler 
regime and hopefully organize its 
overthrow. The plot failed; they paid 
for their courage and commitment 
with their lives. Their inspiring story, 
together with the Mormon Helmet 
Huebener story, are currently part of 
the “Germans Against Hitler” exhibit 
in the Tanner Room, and on the sec- 
ond. floor of the Harold B. Lee 
Library. By learning from these 
“righteous Gentiles,” we all, Roth 
believes, can help “mend the world,” 
by regaining its trust. His is a mes- 
sage of hope, a voice calling all of 
humanity to rise to the stature of these 
real life examples. 


I personally have been grateful for 


this book, for the questions it raises 
and the insights and understanding I 
have gained from it. It is required 
reading for students in my history 
class on the European Jews and the 
Holocaust. 

Roth’s latest book (with Carol 
Rittner) “Different Voices: Women 
and the Holocaust” (1993) provides 
us — scholars and students — for the 
first time with an account of the 
unique and devastating impact of the 
Holocaust on women. Here, “Voices 
of Experience,” the accounts of both 
women victims and survivors, unite 
with “Voices of Interpretation”: and 
“Voices of Reflection,” the thought of 
scholars, to tell the women’s story.

ACLU’s suit is clueless 


I think an organization that endeavors to pro- 
tect the civil rights of citizens is prompted by 
good motives. I see nothing wrong with pro- 
moting the fair application of the law. 
Specifically, however, there are some points 
regarding the ACLU’s recent involvement in 
BYU off-campus housing policy that I do not 
understand. 

Kathryn Kendell, an ACLU lawyer, was to 
have said that the contracts signed for BYU- 
approved, off-campus housing are in violation 
of three different acts, both federal and state. 
This was followed by a quote: “There is no 
way you could apply that contract to an adult 
who wasn’t a BYU student. It is a violation of 
law to contract away someone’s constitutional 
rights.” Where did the Constitution come from 
all of a sudden? Does this contract violate both 
those acts and the Constitution? How? 

Does the belief that these 
contracts are not freely 
signed because “there is 
realistically no other place 
they can live in Utah 
County” form the basis of 
this supposed violation of the law? If so, the 
case is pretty weak. I work with the mentally 
ill, many of whom rent in non-approved facili- 
ties in Provo, Orem and Springville (the most 
likely area to find apartments catering to BYU 
students). Beyond that, Utah County, stretch- 
ing from Alpine to Payson, includes areas 
quite a distance from where BYU students 
typically rent. I’ve also had several friends 
attending UVSC, renting houses or basement 
apartments, whose landlords could care less if 
they signed a BYU-approved contract with 
them or some other renter’s agreement. 

Furthermore, what does Kendell mean that 
she believes the contract “is not legally 
enforceable as applied to-ynon-BYU students?” 
What does the legality of the renter’s contract 

. have to do with BYU? Isn’t it the owner hop- 
ing.for BYU clientele that drafts the contract?

for Utah businesses

The comparison is based on sales 
records from previous years. 

Debbie Loftus, the manager at Zales 
Jewelers, said in past years “more 
people were just looking and not buy- 
ing.” 

“This year, people are eager to buy,” 
Loftus said. “Consumers are different 
this year. Consumers are a little more 
knowledgeable about what they 
want.” 

Justin Vance, the assistant manager 
at Wal-Mart, said toys were the most 
popular items with shoppers on the 
day after Thanksgiving. 

“We had a full parking lot all day 
long,” Vance said. “I’ve been with 
Wal-Mart for about five years and 
this has been one of the best years 
we ve had.” 

ZCMI also had a successful day- 
after-Thanksgiving sale. 


sales reach 


highest level in 14 years

WASHINGTON — Continued low 
mortgage rates and an improving 
economy helped push the sales of 
existing homes to the highest level in 
more than 14 years in October. 

Despite such recent boosts in hous- 
ing sales. the nation’s top business 
economists predict the economy will 
be only slightly better in 1994, 
although they said the growth with 
help keep inflation and interest rates 
down. 

Sales of previously owned single- 
family homes jumped 3.6 percent, to 
a seasonally adjusted annual rate of 
4.08 million, the National Association 
of Realtors reported Monday. 

That was up from a 3.94 million rate 
in September — higher than the 3.91 
million initial estimate — and the 
highest since 4.09 million in May 
1979, the association said. 

Sales advanced in every region and 
the Realtors said home buyers 
remained active in November. 

“Favorable rates, along with 


improved economic conditions, are 
keeping consumers in the market dur- 
ing a time of the year when sales gen- 
erally start to taper off,” said Realtors 
President Robert H. Elrod. 

The Federal Home Loan Mortgage 
Corp. said 30-year, fixed-rate mort- 
gages averaged 6.83 percent in 
October, down from 6.91 percent a 
month earlier and the lowest on 
record. 

The Realtors reported 3.17 million 
previously owned home sales through 


the first 10 months of 1993, 7 percent - 


higher than the number sold during 
the same period in 1992. 

And they predicted 3.7 million 
existing home sales by year’s end, up 
5 percent from the 3.52 million sold 
in 1992. Sales are expected to total 
3.82 million in 1994. 

Many analysts do not expect that 
pace to be sustained when the 
October figures are released on 
Thursday. Still, they say sales remain 
strong, prompting builders to boost 
new home construction and rebuild 
inventories.

Pat Tucker, the tobacco prevention 
specialist for the Utah County Health 
Department. 

The proclamation will declare Jan. 
24 “High School Seniors Day” and 
will draw attention to the efforts of 
the students, she said. 

“Our health is important, our future 
is important and we don’t like the 
passive exposure to smoke,” is the 
students’ attitude, Tucker said. 

The students have been involved in 
getting kids, businesses and parents to 
write letters to legislators saying this 
is an issue they won’t pass up. 

Utah is one of 16 states that has leg- 
islation in the works that would make 
restaurants tobacco-free, she said. 

“There is nothing wrong with smok- 
ers, but it is a habit that affects the 
health of other people,” she said. 

The Environmental Protection 
Agency is also working to eliminate 
nonsmokers’ health risks. It recently 
published a brochure entitled “What 
You Can Do About Secondhand 
Smoke,” which is available to the 
public. 

According to an EPA statement, 
most of the brochure is devoted to 
suggestions and approaches that 
diminish the threat.
